More than three ‘years igo Sir James 
Mackay-had the satisfactionof bringing to 
a successful. conclusion the jeégotiations for 
a commercial treaty with Chia, “The main 
“result of his labours provided lor the complete

and known as Iekin, which isimposed on all 
‘goods, native and foreign, throughout China. 
This illegal, exaction hus, for years past, 
heen a source of annoyance ad loss ta the 
foreign trader who. rightly ‘considers that 
.by the substitution of.:a nev tariff many of 
the old evils, will be doné aviy with’ and an. 
impetus given ‘to the foreign trade. of the 
country. Since the signing of the Treaty 
merchants and others have been eagerly 
awaiting the caftying out of this~reform 
‘the provisions of which, if honestly observed, 
would do. away with all obstacles 10° 
the free circulation of foreign imports 
in the interior besides Ishiting.the internal 
‘daty'on exports to -a' single payment \ of 
2} per cent im the interior ‘and 5 per 
cent at ports. Moreover, in observance 
of the Treaty means. that’ the’ payments 
on nalire produce for native consumption 
will be reduced to a single payment en route 
and to the consumption tax,‘while duties in 
transit, with the delay, vexation and abuses 
they involve would for ‘all time disappear on 
foreign imports, and should te redyced to a 

| minimum on all native tradewhether export: 
"or otherwise. ‘This was the suilistance of the. 
1902 Tréaty so far as lekin is concerned, and 
although it was made appirent that: the

would benefit equally with Gieat Britain’ by 
the freedom procured for them.’

There 
had been plenty of motives atsigned to them 
for opprsing this Bill. - It had been sald that 
the larger firms were afraid that the smaller 
would gain by the passing ofthe Bill.

AMOK IN SULU. 
- . AMPRICAN SOLDIRK KILLED AND 
ANOTHER WOUNDED.

eo : Jolo, Sulu, P. 1, 14th Nov. . 
~. Another “juramentado” afftir here lant night 
| resulted in the death ofa private belonging to 
the zoih Infantry and the woundiny ofnnother. 
| The two soldiers were sitting ‘in front of a 
native house in the suburban village of Tulai, 
talking with a Eurasian interpreter employed 
in the office of the Governor, when a Moro 
stepped upin front of them. The interpreter 
‘instantly exclaimed, ‘'Juramentado,” the dread- 
ed word which here keeps both Amerigans and 
ilipinos in a constant slate of fear, 

As soon as the word was spoken; ono of the 
‘soldiers drew his revolver, but, unfortunately, 
it was not loaded. He was immediately cut 
“down by the “barong" (broad-binded farang) 
of the ferocious Sulu, and died soon afier, 
The‘ second man then seized the blade and, 
afier receiving some savage cuts, succeeded in 
wrenching it away from the savage, who then 
took-to flight and has not yet been captured. 
This _was a decidedly, unusual ending of such 
an. affair, the Moro usually fighiing as long as 
life Jasts, very tarely indeed taking to flight, 

There is.2 standing order here that all 
soldiers shall go armed when outside, the wall- 
‘ed city, but it has not been as rigidly enforced 
jately as heretofore, Had these two men coms 
plied with the order, thé affair would haye had.

Viadivostok after some very trying experiences, 
According to sintements mide by members of 
the-crew and reported inthe Magasall Press, 
the uméarfon left San Francisca on Septem- 
beragth for Nicolnaevsk and other Fur Eastern 
pois with a general: cargo. Exacily ‘one 
month. from the date of sailing, the vessel 
“ran aground” on a sand bank about thirty 
miles from her destinajiin.: The neighbour- 
hond being aniohabited, an open boat with six 
of the crew and two. payengers left the ship 
to obtain assistance.’ Alitr being three days 
and nights at sea, during which they suffered 
much from exposure, they beached ‘the boat 
avd lit'a fire, Unfortunately the tide rising 
compelled theny tu abaddon this quickly, and 
they would probably have perished had they 
not been observed ‘by the keepers, of flight:
